DR. ORR'S SERMON AT CHRIST 
CHURCH CATHEDRAL 


“Our aim is still far too exclusively 
material stic,”’ said the Most Rev. Dr. Orr, 
Bishop of Meath, preaching at the Morning 
Service of Thanksgiving for the Blessings of 
Harvest in the Christ Church Cathedral.

The creation of the progressive seaport, as it 
existed to-day, might, lowever, be said to 
date from the early years of the eighteenth 
century, In 1786 its care and management 
was transferred) from* the Corporation of 
Dublin to a body entitled “ The Corporation 
for Preserving and Improving the Port of 
Dublin,” and the rt remained vested in 
this body until 1867, when its management 
was, by the Dublin Port Act of 1867, trans- 
ferred to the Dublin Port and Docks Board, 
as at present constituted, Since that time, 
sixty-five years ago, £2,190.000 had been spent 
on the improvement of Dublin as a seaport. 


CAUSES OF DEVELOPMENT 


“The ravid development of the port,”’ Mr. 
Laurie explained, ‘‘ with the :esultant heavy 
expenditure of money, was brought about in 
the first instance by the change over from 
sail to steam, and then by the ever-increasing 
rize of the vessels using the port, which 
necessitated deeper “water and better 
herthave.’’ To-day vessels drawing up to 
27 feet of water could steam upto the 
Alexancra Basin, where deep water berthage 
was provided, and covld lie afloat at all 
stages of the tide.

BISHOP OF OSSORY’S SERMON 


Everyday thanksgiving was spoken of by 
the Bish 4 of Ossory, who preached at the 
Morning Harvest Festival Service yesterday 
at Holy Trinity Church, Rathmines, He 
referred to the difficulty of infusing reality 
into the very familiar Lord’s Prayer, and 
deplored the decline of the “good old 
custom ” of saying grace before a meal. 

“In spite of our unhappy divisions,’’ said 
the Bishop, “the Lord’s Prayer day by day 
unites Christians of all denominations in a 
ser fellowship. It is not easy to say a good 

rd's Prayer To overcome its familiarity, 
and say it not glibly and carelessly, requires 
great and constant effort. There is nothing 
in all our life better worth doing than to 
take pains in saying the Lord’s Prayer with 
ever deeper reality and purpose. - “A 

“Tt is not wrong to ask God for material 
things. Prayer often loses a great deal of its 
reality just because, through mistaken ideas 
of reverence, we do not apply it to the busi- 
ness of our work-a-day life.

We depend on God as well for 
our temporal as our spiritual benefits,

This statement was made by the Rev. 
Michael O'Flanagan, President of the organi- 
sation, at the twenty-fifth annual Ard Fheis 
of Sinn Fein, which was held at 16 Parnell 
square, Dublin, yesterday. 

The Rev. Father O'Flanagan said that the 
national spirit of the great mass of the Irish 
people was sound and genuine, but the Irish 
eople were not infallible and were quite 


ipable of being led astray. The political 


mistakes of the past dozen years began amon 

the leaders of the people. The worst o 
these came not from without, but from within 
the ranks of Sinn Fein. 

Another mistake was made not by Sinn 
Fein, but by Dail Eireann, which was the 
child of Sinn Fein. In FAR Thig delegates to

negotiate in London it made t mistake of 
sending two men who, next to the President, 
enjoyed the greatest personal popularity in 
Ireland. Men less prominent and less sure of 
their following would never have dared to 
sign an agreement without the explicit sanc- 


tion of the body they represented. The task 
of repudiating two men With such a large 
personal following proved to be one of prac- 
tically insuperable difficulty. 

The immediate task that lay before them, 
he added, was to clarify their minds on the 
essential principles of pure’ Republicanism 
that show how their general application woul 
solve al] the pressing problems of the whole 
people of Ireland, and to work out a plan. of 
government that would make the enlightened 
public opinion of Treland the dominant and 
controlling influence in all secular affairs of 
the Irish people. 

Miss Mary MacSwiney, Cork, said: that 
the delegates sent to London got very 
definite instructions not to sign anything 
without bringing it back to Dail Eireann. 

Mr. S. Buckley said that he thought they 
should have had something put before them 


as to the futare of the organisation. Their 


duty was not to be going back over past 
history and raising controversies, but to try 
and find some means of uniting those who 
professed to stand for the independence of 
an Irish Republic. So far as he could see, 


Sinn Fein had become worn out. It had. 


nothing new te offer. It had no new growth 
and no new blood coming into it. Unless 
they could find some way of inducing young 
people to come into it they were only beat- 
ing the air. 

Charles Murphy, hon. secretary, protested 
against Mr. Buckley’s remarks and about the 
absence of new blood, and said that the 
secretary's report would not bear that out. 

Mr. J. J. O'Kelly, speaking in Irish, said 


that, while the organisation was not as 
strong as some years ago, he se gs “st that 


the people of the country had not lost con- 


fidence in Sinn Fein. end he believed if there 
were not certain temporary difficulties in the 
way there would be a bigger rally to Sinn 


Fein than at any time in the last ten years. 


Mr. L. Raul said that Sinn Fein stood for the 


prorogued Parliament of the Irish Republic, 


and claimed that that was the only moral 
and legal Parliament of the country. Their 
difficulty was money, and the people who 


climbed into power and authority were hold- 
ing £11,000 of the money collected by them. 


If that money were as it should be—in their

SIR WILLIAM ALLEN’S 
FEARS 


Sir William Allen, Bart., M.P., speaking 
in Lurgan, County Armagh, on Saturday, 
said that he was at complete variance with 
Lord Dufferin on the subject of India. From 
their own experience in Ireland the word 
safeguard was, to use @ vulgar expression, 
mere clap-trap used to blind the innocents 
of the British people and the British House 
of Commons to secure their acquiescence to 
another betrayal of the Empire. The Statute 
of Westminster had deliberately wiped out 
all safeguards for the minority of Southern 
Ireland. What would become of the boasted 
safeguards that might be suggested for the 
Government of India when the Statute of 
Westminster was applied to India as a 
Dominion? The Government which applied 
that measure to Southern Ireland js not only 
quite capable of applying it, but most 
certainly would apply it to India later. He 
believed that by the time this Indian legisla- 
fíon is debated in the British House of 
Commons the Government would realise that 
it was being forced through the Commons 
against the wish of the British people.

THE NOTICE OF MOTION 


“Mr. Belton’s notice of motion, therefore, 
contains at Jeast three inaccuracies in stating 
that no special requisition was signed by the 
President, or by seven members of the Stand- 
ing Committee, that. seven days’ notice must 
be given to members, and that the business 
to transacted must be specified in the 
summons. The requisition in fact duly 
signed, and, as appears fromthe terms of 


‘Clause 7 of the Constitution of the National 


Executive, the requirements as to notice are 
not necessary in the case of a special meet- 
ing. The requirements as to notice are only 
necessary in the case of the quarterly meet- 
ings, as stated in Clause 5 of the Constitu- 
ion.

three vessels ordered by the Blue Stas;| 


Line, which is associated with the Union 
Cold Storage Co., was launched. These 
vessels are intended for the carriage of 
frozen meat from New Zealand. This 


order alone will represent over a million 


pounds sterling, of which more than half 
will be spent in Belfast as wages. The 
Blue Star Line intends to build three 
more similar vessels, and it is not 
improbable that the order for these may 
also be placed in Belfast. At the present 
time ships under construction at Belfast 
represent about £7,000,000, and include, 
in addition to the cruiser, Penelope, four 
Union Castle liners and several. smaller 
vessels. Belfast is probably the most 


active shipbuilding centre in these islands 


at present, surpassing even Clydebank. 


Second Cunarder 


But if the Belfast shipyards are more 
active than some shipbuilding centres in 


Great Britain, it must not be forgotten 


that nearly half of the twenty-seven build- 
ing berths in the port are still idle, and 
that the Belfast yards, in the aggregate, 
are only. working to half their productive 


capacity. Under these circumstances it 


is not unreasonable that Belfast should 
make a bold bid for the construction of 
the sister ship to the Queen Mary should 
the Cunard-White Star Company dupli- 
cate the vessel recently launched on the 
Clyde, That such a vessel should be built 
is very likely. The Tyne also is anxious 
to compete with the Clyde forthe honour 
of building the second 1,000-foot vessel. 
The assurance given by the Chairman of 
the joint company that the interests and 
facilities of all the shipbuilding centres 


would be considered when the second vessel | 


is being ordered seems to indicate that 
tenders will be invited, and in such an 
eventuality Belfast stands as good a chance 
as any other centre. Belfast always has 
Jed the way in the construction of large 
vessels, It was the late Sir Edward 
Harland who first startled the shipping 
world by producing the plans for a vessel 
long that it was called “‘ Bibby’s Coffin 
Ship,” and far surpassed anything of its 
day. Since then ships have become larger 
and larger, and Messrs, Harland and 
Wolff, by producing the huge White Star 
liners, Jed in the race for many years. The 
resources at Belfast are quite capable of 
producing a vessel of over 1,000 feet.

A friend writes :'— : : : 

In the death of Thomas Spring Rice, third 
Lord Monteagle of Erandon, Ireland, culture 
and religion have lost a friend so rare as to 
be almost unique in his kind. Devout with- 
out shadow of ostentatiousness, unswervingly 
conscientious whilst devoid of ucerbity in 
his judgment of others, intellectual without 
display of the varied gifts it was impossible 
to coriceal, his most: engaging quality was a 
wise’ simplicity of spirit. To distinction of 
mind he added charm of manner, and his 
culture and integrity.so commingled as to re- 
inforce, readjust and revise each other. His 
services to the country and to the Church 
of Ireland were so mcdestly given as to be 
almost hidden, except from those with whom 
he was actively engaged; but those who did 
know them could not fail to appreciate the 
willing sacrifice he made of energies and 
abilities trained in the wide fields of diplo- 
macy to causes for the causes’ sake, and 
never for personne recognition or gratifica- 
tion. In. the same spirit, his many kind- 
nesses were bestowed in that mode of almost 
shy reserve which was a distinctive note in 
his temperament. i 

In withdrawing his gifts frum diplomacy 
and returning to Ireland to place them at 
the disposal of the countryside of his child- 
hood he had two sources of satisfaction. He 
was continuing his father’s patriotic services 
in the same solid, unassertive way which had 
become the tradition of his house, and he 
step aside from international controversies 
at a time when debates had begun to degene- 
rate into disputes or were shaping towards 
quarrels among the European Powors. For 

litical tension was alien from one whose 
‘life was gentle’’ in toth the moral. and the 
aristocratic sense. i 

But, it was, perhaps, in intercourse with 
friends, and especiallly in those communi- 
‘cations of himself through his art, in which 
the musician best reveals his essential self, 
that Lord Monteagle’s mellow temperament 
was best disclosed. A reference to Bach 
and in an instant his exact and subtle know- 
ledge of the musical classics imparted itself 
in an explanation, through immediate contact 
with the volumes in his comprehensive 
library, of why this theme or that modula- 
tion first composed for clarichord was subse- 
quently elaborated for strings; or a reference 
to triviality in operatic writing brought him 
to the piano to demonstiate with skilled 
technique and mastery of touch the subtlety 
in. his friend Professor Donald Tovey’s 
harmonies in “The Bride of Dionysus.”’ 
Conversation touching recent. European his- 
tory would draw a brief word sketch of some 
notable figure he had the diplomat’s oppor- 
tunity to study and the Irishman’s intuition 
to understand, illustrated by some incident 
typifying the current comedy of manners, in 
whic the hero’s words, voice and air were 
enacted with that tncommon mimetic art in 
which aesthetic reticence and an inability to 
wound haite the realism of the narrative.

| The Cattle Subsidy 


The working of the cattle subsidy in this 
country is to be supervised by twenty-two 
‘yegional inspectors appointed by. the 
Ministry of Agriculture. Yesterday an 
official of the Ministry said that the Cattle 
C. ittee, having started the subsidies 
ye cg on September Ist, deemed it neces- 
sary to proceed with it for some weeks 
before it ascertained its requirements with 
regard to supervision ; but the intention all 
along had been to appoint regional inspec- 
tors to supervise a scheme which is 
pleasing the farmers. In some cases, how- 
ever, complaints were received that cattle 
had been sold as fat cattle which had not 
been filled out at the 52 per cent. laid 
down, but these complaints were found to 
be without foundation. Further complaints 
that foreign cattle had been slipped 
through the scheme without staying the 

uisite three months in this country were 
also without foundation. So much depends 
upon the success of the scheme that it is 
not surprising that the Ministry 1s watch- 
ing it so carefully. 


Protection for Royalty 

The tragedy of Marseilles has created a 
great impression on police forces through- 
out Europe, and in future much greater 
care is t> be taken in the case of visiting 
royalties or heads of States. In London, 
where more than twenty foreign royalties 
have been invited to the wedding of the 
Duke of Kent and Princess Marina, great 
numbers of police will be on duty, and 
the visitors will be guarded day and night 
by special men who have a wide knowledge 
of the anarchist and. terrorist gangs. In 
addition, the Home Secretary has given 
instructions that the strictest watch shall 
be kept at all ports, and that passports 
are to be inspected with the utmost care. 
It is usual for distinguished foreign 
visitors to be accompanied by their own 
detectives when travelling away from their 
homes, and it is expected that the 
precaution will be adopted on a larger 
scale. than usual on this occasion. When 
the Duke of Kent leaves for Belgrade to 
attend the funeral of King Alexander 'he 
will be attended by a number of special 
officers from Scotland Yard, and will never 
be out of their sight except when he is in 
his own rooms. In the case of royal pro- 
cessions and the like, developments of a 
kind quite unusual in this country are 
not improbable, and the safety of visitors 
will not be left to chance. . 


M. Doumergue’s Government 

Although the Marseilles assassination 
was not followed by any violent disturb- 
ance of international relations, its effect 
in France is developing in intensity, and 
the position of the Government must still 
be regarded with some concern. ~ Yester- 
day’s appreciation in the value of sterling 
im the London foreign exchange market 
was largely due to uneasiness in Paris 
about the political developments. Though 
the. French Cabinet has been reconstituted 
the position of M. Doumergue’s Adminis- 
tration must remain uncertain until the 
meeting of the Radical-Socialist Party is 
held next Wednesday week. M. Herriot, 
the leader of the party, is expected to 
favour the continuance of the national 
régime, but it is doubtful whether he will 
be able to control the section which is 
loudly demanding a change of Govern- 
ment. Much of this feeling is due to the 
lack of progress in connection with the 
Stavisky scandal. :

Sie Henry Wood was the guest-conductor 
of the Belfast Wireless § ony Orchestra 
at the concert in. the Wellington Hall on 
Saturday night, and the distinguished 
musician got a wonderful ovation from a 
very large and enthusiastic audience, This 
was the first of the series of concerts for the 
present season arranged by the City Y.M.C.A. 
in association with the British Broadcasting 
Corporation. 

In the Fidelio Overture Beethoven has 
written some of his finest orchestral music. 
It. was played with much charm, some of the 
passages being exquisite in their beauty, and 
the finale was brilliant and joyful. Sir 
Henry secured some of his finest effects in 
this piece, and the audience were delighted. 

The solo pianist was Mr. Clifford _ teanna 
a clever young artiste, with remarkably fine 
technique. e played Paderewski’s ‘‘ Polish 
Fantasia on Original Theme for Pianoforte 
and Orchestra’’ with distinction, the 
andante movement being exquisite, and some 
h passages — delightfully ae by 
Madame Tina Bonifacio—came through the 
orchestral background like sunshine. There 
are many moods and modulations in this 
work, the piano part being particularly bril- 
Hant and dificult but Mr. Soran overcame 

its complexities and enhanced his reputa- 
tion by the brilliance of his performance, 
the final climax being quite inspiring, The 
orchestral part was artistically balanced to 
the solo instrument. Mr. Curzon was encored 
insistently, and returned several times to 
bow his acknowledgments. 

Much interest was evinced in the perform- 
ance of “Symphony No. 2, in B Minor,” by 
Borodin, the Russian composer (1834-1887).

There 
was great applause at the conclusion of this 
splendid Sciicenanes. 

Bach's ‘* Suite No. 2, in B Minor, for flute 
and strings.” proved very interesting. The 
solo flute was played by Mr. Harry Dyson, a 
member of the orchestra and an accomplished 
musician. The other orchestral numbers in- 
cluded. an overture by Dame Ethel Smyth, 
Schubert's “(Marche Militaire’’ (arr. by Sir 
Sal Wood), and the ‘‘Zampa’’ overture, by 
Herold. 


Songs were sung by Miss Emelie Hooke, 
the Australian soprano. She has a beautiful 
voice, with a splendid middle register, full 
and rich, and sings with refined expression. 
In the Mozart aria, with orchestra, “Non pui 
di fiori’’ (from “La Clemenza di Tito’’), she 
sang with great charm until the final cadence, 
when, in building up the climax, the voice 
went badly out of tune. A group of songs,

MUSIC AND RELIGION 


BISHOP PRAISES CHOIR 


The importance of music in public worship, 
and especially at the happy time of harvest, 
was stressed by the Bishop of Cashel, when 
he preached last evening at the Sunday Har- 
vest festival at St. Aidan’s Church, Dublin. 

“The great element of the public service 
is the element of praise,” he said. “ Through- 
out the ages it has ever been the mark of 
the Church when the Church has been in a 
healthy condition. Every religious revival 
has been accompanied by an outburst of song, 
as at the time of the Reformation, when 
Lauther’s hymns were on everybody s lips. 

“In music, praise is the highest aspect, 
The old Greeks wer2 so impressed by the 
value of music, and thought it such a sacred 
thing, that they said it should not be used 
except for two purposes—the worship of 
their God and the education of their children. 

“You can well congratulate yourselves to- 
night on the beautiful music to which we 
have all listened, and by which, I hope, our 
emotions have been stirred, and in which we 
have all joimed, actually or in spirit, te 
praise God. 

“The choir have showed us very clear! 
what an important feature in our Bas 
Services is their singing. We are not thank. 
ful enough to the young people who come to 
this, and to every other, church and give 
their services voluntarily in the choir. 

‘‘Honour ani encourage the members of 
your choir always; their great work is on a 
parallel with the work of the officiant 
minister himself. 

“Let our religion be joyful. He is the 
most joyful thing in the world to be in a
